PART 4500 — POWER, WATER, GAS AND CENTRAL STEAM HEAT 
(UTILITIES ORDER U-9) 


4500.61 Utilities Order U-9. (a) PURPOSE OF THIS ORDER. War requirements have created 


a shortage in the supply of coal and other fuels. The purpose of this order is to save fuels used in the 
generation of electricity by prohibiting certain unnecessary uses of electricity. 


(b) DEFINITIONS. For the purpose of this order: 
(1) “Person” means any individual, partnership, association, business trust, corporation, 
political subdivision, governmental agency or corporation or any organized group of persons whether in- 
corporated or not. 


(2) “Electric Supplier’ means any person who generates, transmits or distributes electricity. 
(c) PROHIBITED USES. No person shall use electricity for any of the following purposes: 
(1) Outdoor advertising and outdoor promotional lighting. 


(2) Outdoor display lighting except where necessary for the conduct of the business of out- 
door establishments. 


(3) Outdoor decorative and outdoor ornamental lighting. 
(4) Show window lighting except where necessary for interior illumination. 
(5) Marquee lighting in excess of 60 watts for each marquee. 


(6) White way street lighting in excess of the amount determined by local public authority 
to be necessary for public safety. 


(7) Outdoor sign lighting except for: 


(i) Directional or identification signs required for fire and police protection, traffic con- 
trol, transportation terminals or hospitals; or directional or identification signs for 
any similar essential public services the lighting of which is specifically certified to 

be necessary by local public authority Certification shall be made in writing to 
the appropriate electric supplier and need not be in any particular form; 


(ii) Directional or identification signs using not more than 60 watts per establishment, 
for doctors and for hotels, and other public lodging establishments. 


(ad) EXEMPTIONS. (1) Any electric supplier who considers that compliance with this order by the 
persons whom it supplies directly and indirectly, will not reduce the consumption of coal or other scarce 
fuels may apply for exemption for the area it serves to the Office of War Utilities, War Production Board, 


Washington 25, D. C., Ref.: U-9. 


(2) The War Production Board may from time to time issue directions exempting designated 
areas from this order if it finds that compliance within such areas will not reduce the consumption of coal 
or other scarce fuels in accordance With the purpose of this order, 


(e) APPEALS. Any person affected by this order who considers that compliance with this order 
will work an exceptional or unreasonable hardship on him or who considers that compliance will emdanger 
public health or safety may appeal for relief to the District Office of the War Production Board for the 
area in which the consumer 1S located, Ref.: U-9. 


(f) NOTICES. (1) Every electric supplier shall, as soon as practicable, notify by publication or 
otherwise all persons to whom it supplies electricity for uses prohibited by this order of the terms hereof. 


(2) It any electric supplier has knowledge of a violation of this order by a person to whom it 
supplies electricity, it shall inform the person of the violation. If the violation is continued, the electric 


3upplier shall notify the person In W riting of the specific terms of the order which apply and of the penalties 
prescribed for violation and shall mail a copy of the notice to the District Office of the War Production 
Board for the area in whieh the consumer is located, Ref.: U-9. 


(g) VIOLATIONS if the War Production Board determines that any person is using electricity 
in violation of this order, it may direct the electric supplier serving such person to disconnect service and 
prescribe the conditions under which service may be reconnected. In addition, any person who wilfully 
violates any provision of this order or who in connection with this order wilfully conceals a material fact 
or furnishes false information to any department or agency of the United States is guilty of a crime and 
upon conviction may be punished by fine or imprisonment, 


(h) EFFECTIVE DATE. The effective date of paragraph (c) of this order shall be February 1. 
1945.

Although our Town House is not 
| particularly attractive, it is re- 
| spectable and fairly commodious A 
new building would be a notable ad- 
dition to the civic beauty of An- 
dover, but I wonder if such a plan 
should be next on the list of essen- 
tial expenditures. My own feeling 
would be that it is of vastly more 
importance to the life of this com- 
munity that well-supervised, easily 
available recretaion be supplied the 
young people. We certainly need 
more adequate swimming facilities, 
‘skating and sledding places which 
| would have the oversight of capable 
adult leadership. It continually 
amazes me that a town as lovely 
land as wealthy as Andover should 
be so deficient in these very ordi- 
nary means to health and recre- 
ation 

However, if a new Town House 
were to be erected, I think the best 
resources of modern town planning 
would recommend the use of the 
Jarnard rather than the Shaw es- 
tate. It is an oddly shaped piece of 
\land, that is true, yet there is a 
\heautiful building in the center of 
|Shawsheen set on even narrower 
premises which we would be proud 
to possess as Town House. I am 
suggesting this location simply be- 
cause it is in the normal and true 
center of Andover. Most cities, to 
their subsequent sorrow, have aban- 
|doned old civic centers and com-

toward the suburbs as the case may 
be, leaving behind depressed areas

Ite is my impression that town 
planning experts would always 
recommend the rehabilitation of the 
present civic center rather than 
merely removal to a new site, leav- 
ing the old one “high and dry” to 
deteriorate and eventually create 
an eyesore in the very center of 
the community. 

It is my conviction that a long- 
term effort to build a Town House 
on the Barnard estate, rehabilitate 
the Musgrove Building, purchase 
and set to some civic purpose the 
property on the corner of Main and 
Central streets would be most in 
the direction of civic beautification 
and centrality of town design.
